Loyalist Association, of Toronto, visited 
Adolph ustown and were right royally -avel* 
corned bv the descendants of Tlic right 
loyal little band who landed in their old 
fashionod batteau on the beautiful Khoren nf 
Adolphustown on the lUth of June, 17*1. 

■The Toronto party madq tlio trip from 
Deseronto in Mr. 1 . W. ltatbbun’s flmm! 
eotno steam yacht .'>icBta, visiting til.morn 
and the famous Lake of the Mountain en 
route. 

The visitors lirnt visited tho old grave 
yard, which is no longer used, and whore bo 
many of the pioneers were buried. At 
tide spot a bandeomo granite monument 
was erected at the time of the centennial 
celebration in 1**1, as many of the old 
wooden monuments have crumbled to 
decay The new monument bears this in 
scription : " In memory of the United 
Empire Loyalists, who, through loyalty to 
British institutions, left the United Stutej 
Mid landed on these shores on the l«'*th of 
June, A. V. 17*L” 

Among the old monuments still existorn 
is ouo of dark grey limestone bearing the 
following inscription :

Just In the Nick of Time. , 

Mr. Herbert Ward relates In Cassell’s 
Magazine some exciting experiences 
that befell him in the course of an ele¬ 
phant bant in the forests of Mobnnga, 
a district near the^pper Jjfcongo river. 
This country, whichMa inhabited by 
Mobnnga cannibals, bad not been visit¬ 
ed by a white man before. Having been 
successful in reaching a favorite ground 
for elephants, his guides left tbo banter 
at midnight, returning in their canoe. 

44 After floundering about for some 
time,” he says, “I at length found an 
elephant path. The oano was trodden 
into tho sodden ground about four feet 
in width, and the path led straight 
across the middle of the bamboo patch. 
On either side of the path the cane grew 
so thickly that I found it almost impos¬ 
sible to penetrate. A storm was raging. 

I distinctly heard elephants forcing 
thoir way through the forest in order 
evidently to roach some open sp$ce 
where they might be safe from falling 
trees. 

“In the intermittent dashes of light¬ 
ning I occasionally got a glimpse of 
their great, ghostly forms approaching 
the cane patch, and as the storm in¬ 
creased in fury the sound of elephants 
stampeding in all directions through the 
thick mass of bum boos impressed me In 
a most uncomfortable manner. Each 
moment I feured being trampled. The 
floundering, heavy footsteps occasional¬ 
ly seemed to approach within a few 
yards of me, and I distinctly heard the 
frightened squoals of baby elephants as 
they plunged and stumbled the 
swamp.

NEW YORK LANDLORDS. 

Let Their Houses Remain Vacant While 
"Demanding High Rentals. 

A newcomer who has been looking 
for a home'nest large enough to accom¬ 
modate out of town furniture remarked 
today: “"What’s tbe matter with rents* 
in this town anyway? I see thousands 
of flats and offices tenant less, but as 
most of them are beyond my means I’m 
carious to know why tbe landlords 
don’t come down a peg or two and.^lve 
% poor fellow a chance to locate within 
reasonable reach of his bu*ine«*.’’ And 
so are otb&s. A friend of mine up in 
Harley is one of three occupants of a 
flat house built for ten. The seven apart¬ 
ments have been empty a year, but tbe 
agent refuses to lower tbe rent wbea 
any one of the three threatens to change 
his address, nor will he scale down tbe 
monthly figure iu order to fill the va¬ 
cant and profitless rooms. And this 
lsu t a solitary case of this sort, by any 
means. Another real estate agent has 
been holding a row of fine flats far 
nearly three years because nobody feel# 
like squandering $1,000 on any one of 
them. If he had knocked off $300, be 
could have rented every one of them. 
Just why the metropolitan landlord 
prefers loss to gain is one of tbe secrets 
of the real estate business that outsid¬ 
ers can only juggle with mentally. 

Another peculiar feature of tbe busi¬ 
ness is the way in which the tenants 
who can put up a good bluff mauago to 
enjoy all the comforts of an up to dato 
homo without paying scarcely anything 
for tbe privilege. I know one man here 
who doesn't pay over $2(fi) a year for a 
$600 flat. He got behind in his rent, 
and then he jollied the janitor, who did 
the collecting. The janitor, in torn, 
smoothed down the landlord, and as a 
result the tenant got in deeper and deep¬ 
er. Now he pays a month’s rent once 
in a while and puts up such a bold front 
that he gets a receipt on his promises. 
In the same house is another tonant 
who pays $6j a mouth, but he shuts up 
his apartments for two months every 
summer and goes seaward. He flatly re¬ 
fuses to pa^ rent while doing tbegraud, 
and tho landlord hasn't aa yet done a 
thing to him. Still another high flier 
puts up $75 a month for tbe pick of the 
premises. He’s in about four months 
now, but as yet care hasn't carved any 
wrinkles on his broad brow. All of 
which leads to tbe conclusion that rents 
are high here in order to cover losses of 
the sort cited.—New York Letter in 
Pittsburg Dispatch.

Tho gossips of 
the financial world aud the newspapers 
were guessing about the number of 
millions of dollars that tho bold Chi¬ 
cagoan had cleared. The men who 
had sold for future delivery wheat 
which they did not own seemed to be 
at his mercy. There was not a sign 
that anything had been overlooked or 
miscalculated. Now Leiter has failed 
and the wheat market is down where 
it was before he began his career as a 
grain speculator. 

The forgotten element was the possi¬ 
bility, now almost a certainty, of an 
immense crop this summer in the chief 
wheat growing countries.

It is not claimed for a 
moment that there was any more cor¬ 
ruption in tho last general election 
than in past contests. The narrow 
majority by which the Government 
was returned induced the Conserva¬ 
tives to enter into the protest business 
by wholesale, with the hope of turning 
their defeat into a victory.

It is not a matter of surprise that 
such announcementsexoite the oupidlty 
of a section of the community or that 
from time to time attempts are made to 
ftirreptltionsly lay bauds on some por¬ 
tion of the seductive treasure. 

Robbing a ship's safe ou the Austra¬ 
lian coast is now conducted with tbe 
same silent and thoughtful deliberation 
as is the solving of a difficult chess 
problem. The first thing the rifler sets 
his heart upon is how to get the key. 
The theory, and indeed the general prac¬ 
tice, is that tbe oaptain checks tho boxes 
as they aro stored in the bullion room, 
looks tbe door when the transaction is 
complete, and, sleeping or waking, car¬ 
ries the key in a leathor pouch around 
bis neck till he unlocks the door at the 
end of tho voyago. 

Bnt theory and praotloe'are often set 
aside. In tho Tararua case, at Mel¬ 
bourne, in 1880, when $20,000 worth 
of gold bars were stolen, the police dis¬ 
covered that two keys, either of which 
opened the bullion room, used to hung 
aguinst the wall in the pnblio bar. It 
was also discovered that one of these 
keys mysteriously disappeared 12 months 
before the robbery and that no sorious 
investigation was then made into tbe 
loss, nor was any alteration made in 
tho lock of the bullion room. 

This Tararua was running between 
New Zealand and Australia and had 
shipped boxes of gold at various ports. 
Altogether she was supposed to carry 
11 boxes. On arriving at Melbourne it 
was found that one of those boxes was 
missing. Examination showed that some 
one had simply opened the door with a 
key, extracted the box and looked tbe 
door again. 

The robbery from the Iberia, which 
left Melbourne for London in March, 
1880, is supposed to have been also ef¬ 
fected by meaus-of a key surreptitiously 
procured. In that case tho robbory was 
not discovered till tbe arrival of the 
vessel in Loudon. 

The robbery from tbe China develop¬ 
ed in a remarkablo way. Hero the Ori¬ 
ental bank in Byduey placed the gold on 
board a coast steamer culled tbo Avoca. 
At Melbourne the gold was transship¬ 
ped to tho China. The China touched 
at Adolaide and other ports, bat it was 
only at Galle tbe discovery of the rob¬ 
bery was made. Detectives operated on 
all tbo ports simultaneously, but no- 
whero could a clew be found. v The 
amount missing wau the usual $20,000. 

In 1878 a man named Weiberg, who 
had been a carpenter nn the China, took 
up a selection in the interior of Victo¬ 
ria. Before settling down ho married a 
Melbourne barmaid and appears to have 
confided to her some shady particulars 
of bis past history. The Bamson and 
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the public laid themselves out to watch 
Weiberg. Tbe upshot was tbe arrost of 
tbe man as tbe sufe rifler of tbe China. 

One thousand sovereigns were found 
in a tin of fat stored away by him in 
Melbourne. In his hut was discovered 
a wooden plane stuffed with gold. The 
wood w’as hollowed out and the gold 
dropped in. In the hut wa* also discov¬ 
ered a bar of soup containing 200 sover¬ 
eigns.

Figures Scribbled bjr a Schoolboy Finally 
Drought Fortune. 

“My brother William, who died a few 
years ago,” said Colonel Andrew Free¬ 
man the other night, “from his boy¬ 
hood days had a curious habit of scrib¬ 
bling on every piece of blank paper he 
picked up.

THE SHIP'S RUDDER. 

Its Two Farts and the Difference In tbs 
Strain That Comes Upon Them. 

Tho rudder of a wooden ship is com¬ 
posed of the stalk and the backing, 
whioh are so joined together as to form 
iu effect a single piece. The complete 
ruddor is coppered, to protect it from 
worms, and then, besides being practi- 
callv all in one piece, it has that ap¬ 
pearance also. 

The stulk is the part to which are at¬ 
tached the pintles, or pivots, by which 
the rudder is suspended and held in 
place these going through eyes set in 
the ship’s storupost. The stalk runs up 
through the stern of the ship, and to 
its head is bolted a cap to which are at¬ 
tache! the ropes by means of which tho 
rudder is controlled. The backing Is the 
blade part of the rudder. 

By far the greater strain comes on 
✓the stalk, and the greatest strain of all 
comes on the bead of the stalk, the 
rudder head, where it is held. The 
stalk is made of the wood most likely 
to stand the strain, carefully selected, 
sound, well seasoned oak, while the 
backing is made of sprnce or bard pine. 
The stalk Is of a single, solid, massive 
piece, stout as an oak tree and indeed 
of the dimensions of a small oak, 
•omothiug that ix man oan pin his faith 
to, if he can have faith in any wood, 
while the backing or blads i», like 
many modern wooden masts, built up. 
It would be difficult if not impossible 
to find trees that would yield planks 
big enough for the purposo in a single 
piece, and the built up baoking, made 
of pleoes of seleoted wood, can easily be 
made of gmple strength to withstand 
%ny strain that will be brought upoq it. 

As to the stulk, stout and solid as the 
oak may bo, the head may bo twisted 
by the force of a tremendous blow from 
a wave upon the rudder, or, under the 
repeated strains of long use, the bead 
may split, and so make the stalk use¬ 
less. Then the rudder is taken out and 
fitted with a new stalk. A suitable stick 
Is selected and worked down to the 
proper size and form, and very probably 
the old baoking is attached to it. The 
life of a rudder stalk would probably 
be 12 to 14 years. Tiie backing might

Tbe complaint against Jeremiah Storms 
who was charged with obstructing Cons 
table Hall while in the performance of his 
duty w&stakeifopon Fridsy. H. VV. Huff 
was the first witness and he swore that he 
met the crowd about Tpylor and Morris’ 
store. Tbe qfeief had Fybus under arrest. 
There wae a.large crowd there. When 1 
was behind tbe chief 1 got a olip with a 
club. 1 was endeavoring to preserve tbe 
peace when Storms grabbed me by the 
collar of my coat and said "You have made 
more disturbance and bother and made 
more trouble 4jr us since you came .than 
all t^e rial of thff crowd. 'You struck an 
innocent man.” The man I struck wan 
Hayoock, who plead guilty to a charge of 
obstructing tbe chief of police. Storms 
said “you ought to be killed,” and “boys 
kill him.” ^ 

Maitland Hunt swore bo was in Napanee 
on the evening of June 4th and saw the 
successful attempt to rescue the womau 
from the chief of poiioe. He saw Huff and 
Storms there and they were doing the best 
they could to keep back the crowd and get 
through with Fybus. He heard Storms 
say to the crowd repeatedly “kill Huff, ho 
ought to be killed.” At tne time Huff was 
not over ofiioions. He was not as rough 
with the crowd at Hunt would have been if 
he was in bis place. 

B. Demorest, of Riohmond. saw Iluff 
endeavoring to keep the peace on the even¬ 
ing of Tune 4tb, and endeavoring to keep 
back the crowd. He saw Huff strike Hay¬ 
cock, after he had told him to keep baok 
He beard Storms say to Hoff you ought 
noL^to have struck that man. You are 
making more distqrbance than all the rest 
of the crowd. You ought to be killed. 
Storms said more to Huff in an abusive 
manner. Tbe witness saw no occasion for 
Storms’ remarks as Huff did no more than 
bis duty. 

Fred Birrell saw Huff strike Haycock. 
Several of the crowd then made an assault 
on Huff’. He beard Storms say, "Kill 
Huff” or words to that effect. 

W. Storms, Jerry’s nephew, also heard 
Storms say to the crowd “Kill Huff." At 
this time Huff was doing bis duty as a 
oonst&ble. It came Out in cross exami 
nation that the witness is not on good 
terms with his ancle. “They don’t have 
anything to do with one another. 

Wilbert Lloyd, of South Fredericksborgb 
saw Huff assisting the chief in the arrest of 
Py bus. lie saw Huff strike Hayoock and 
when he did so Storms grabbed Huff and 
said : “Wes, Wes, what did you want to 
hit him for ? he was not interfering." He 
saw Storms raise his club over Hutf s head 
as if to strike him, and the crowd said 
kill him,” but I did not bear Mr. Storms’ 
voce. 

Court then adjourned until 1.30 p.m. 

After adjournment the Crown called 
Chas. Wagar, F Morey and Chat. Pearson, 
and they all testified that they heard 
Storms say to the orowd, “Kill Hoff,” or 
“Boys you ought to kill that Wes Huff,” or 
wordB to that effect. 

C. L. Shannon heard Storms say after 
Huff had struck Haycock “that man ought 
to get killed.” He did not know who the 
words were directed against. After this 
the crowd made hostile demonstrations 
towards Huff. Alex Morgan sprang and 
struck at him. tie saw Storms assisting 
the Chief to take Pybus to the lockup. 
This closed the case for the prosecution 

The defence called Richard Lawson. He 
beard Storms say to Huff “You are making 
more racket than you are stopping.” 
Somebody in the crowd said “kill Huff.” it 
was uot Storms who said this as be was 
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To. Kent, 
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Pure Cussednoss. 

On Monday night some dastard broke tbs 
thermometer which hung outside the door¬ 
way at (Irange’s drug Btore.

(Editor Mall and Empire, ) 

Sir,— There has appeared & your 
able journal and various oUrier publications 
from time to time, statements as to the 
superior quality -ofCanadian bacon and 
its high standing' in England, compared 
with American. 

This is being very seriously jeopardized 
by the feeding of clover and corn to fatten 
hogs. The result is, baoon curers are 
overwhelmed with soft trash, far inferior 
to the best Amerioan. Hog feeding has been 
highly advantageous to farmers, payipg 
them well, while cattle have been a ioaii _ 
game, but this cannot go on, unless the 
feeders do their share in keeping up quality. 

$f farmers persist in feeding grass and 
corn, the pork packers will have to do one 
of two things, refuse to pay for them till 
they are dressed and inspected, then grade 
price according to quality, or lower the 
price to such a figure as will cover the 10ss 
on the poor quality. 

One thing is oertain, we cannot go on 
paying over a cent per pound more for 
Canadian than Amerioan, unless the stand¬ 
ard of is kept up. 

Of course those farmers who are feeding 
as described think they are doing a clever 
thing, but they are simply “killiu^the 
guoee that lays the golden eggs." CffTada 
would not be the first country to lose 
prestige and profit. Germany once did a 
large export bacon business, but it is now a 
thing of the past. The Irish feeders have 
been criminally careless in this regard, and 
her trade in bacon has dwindled to small 
proportions and appears to be a dying in¬ 
dustry. Denmark is losing its reputation 
by similar carelessness, aud if Canadian 
hogs are not kept up to the highest standard 
Cauadiau bacon will quickly return to tho 
level of American from which by painful 
and laborons effort it has boon lifted. In¬ 
spired wisdom wroto : “a word to the wise 
is sufficient.”

THE BILLS TURN UP AGAIN. 

Ever since the robbery of the Domin- 
ion Bank in Napaneo the stolen bills 
have been turning up with clock-like 
regularity. The first to claim the 
honor was a bank clerk in Montreal, 
but he was only dreaming. A few 
weeks after the robbery a few of the 
bills reached Kingston, a few days 
later Tweed announced their arrival, 
and then a hotel keeper in Toronto 
jumpfed into prominence by announc¬ 
ing that he had a whole roll of then.. 
There was no truth in any of these var¬ 
ious storios. About a month ago the 
matter was revived again by a des¬ 
patch from Winnipeg announcing that 
somo of the stolen bills had turned up 
there. Now Ottawa has dropped into 
line. The bills showed up there last 
week as the following from the Ottawa 
Free Press will show: 

The perpetrator of the big robbery 
of the Dominion bank in Napanee last 
fall, or some of his confederates, are in 
Ottawa. Part of the spoils secured in 
the robbery was one thousand unsign¬ 
ed ten dollar notes on the Dominion 
bank! During the past few days quite 
a number of these bills have been cir¬ 
culated in Ottawa with the signature 
of the manager of the bank at Napa¬ 
nee, E.'H. Baines, forged. 

Two bills were detected by the 
cashier at the bank Nationals to-day, 
and word was immediately, sent to all 
the banking concern in the city with 
the result that a considerable number 
of the bills mere rounded up. In fact* 
nearly every bank has some of the 
forged bills in its possession.

Jeremiah Storms gave evidenoe on hie 
own behalf He swore as follows:—I 
heard about the row down street and went 
down from my house. I fell in with the 
orowd opposite Henry Douglas’ store. I 
overtook the ohief with Pybus in obarge. 
The orowd was pressing upon him. I did 
all I oould to keep the orowd from pressing 
upon the ohief They did orowd up and I 
was pushed againstf ome one in front of me 
jast the same ae Uayoock was pushed 
against Mr. Huff. 1 didn’t see Huff until 
the crotya was pushed against him and he 
elruok Hayoook. The orowd was rushing 
forward but not riotlously. When Huff 
e^rnok Hayoook it made the orowd ugly 
and I wsh afraid it would be worse. I said 
Wes I think you have struok the wrong 
man, he was not doing anything. You 
ought to be oareful for 1 am afraid it will 
make more trouble for us. Hayoook sal i, 
"What did you hit me for?” The orowd 
was hollering a lot of things. Some said 
"strike him," others said "kill him." My 
reoolleotions are that I said not to kill him. 
Keop quiet. I had no intention to wrot g 
him and have no feeling against him, nor 
know of a reason why I should make uie 
of suoh words. 1 thought it right to 
ovation Huff not to use euoh measures as 
would hayo a tendency to excite tk« 
crowd and make them worse. At this time 
Hoff was shoved out into the road and I 
was pushed in with the crowd and overtook 
the ohief at Grange’s corner and assisted 
him to the police station with Pybus. At 
the town hall a man camo ovor to me and 
whispered in my oar “that man (Pybus) 
shan't go to the lookup." I said he will if 
the chief says so. At the lookup I got the 
key and gave it to Mr. Huff. He unlocked 
tho door while I kept the crowd back. 1 
have been on the police force of Napanee, 
Binoe Feb. 1875, and have always tried to 
do my duly. 

Cross oxamined by Mt. Herrington : If 
I said “kill Iluff" i have no knowledge of 
it. I may have taken Huff by the oollar. 

Counsel then addressed the court. Both 
Messrs. Deroche and Herrington referred 
to Jerry’s long and faithful sorvice to the 
town and his unblemished record. 

The Magistrate ably summed up the 
caso. lie thought this case differed from 
tho others, and he would dispose of it 
summarily. After referring to the neces¬ 
sity of putting down anything that savored 
of inob law the magistrate dwelt on Mr. 
Stoimo* past good record and his valuable 
services to the town. While he thought 
the preponderance of evidence was all on 
the side of tho prosecution, and thero was 
no doubt that Mr. Storms used the words 
attributed to him still he felt disposed to 
let his previous good record stand for him 
ia this caso. If tbe charge was laid by 
any other man than Wes Huff he would be 
disposed to deal differently with it. “You 
all know what a nut Wes Huff is, and that 
you can’t hurt neither him nor his feeling?. 
He is quite capablo of taking oare of him 
self and fob this reason I will not hart poor 
Jerry Storms but will discharge him and 
let him go free." Tbe verdict proved quite 
popular the large orowd in attendance 
applauding the Magistrate’s decision. 

The charge against Frank 'Smith was 
proceeded with and an adjournment had 
until Monday whon it was disposed off by 
the Magistrate finding him guilty of 
obstructing Chief Adams. It was not 
claimed that Frank took any active part 
in the row, but that by his actions he in¬ 
cited others to do bo. One of the witnesses 
said that the crowd looked upen him as a 
sort of a leader, arid would have taken any 
action that he dictated. 

Both the witnesses for tho crown and 
the defence testified that when the chief 
was struggling with Pybus, Frank Smith 
kept the crowd back and endeavored to 
give them both a fair show. His actions 
were thoeo of a man who wished to eee a 
fair fight between Pybus and Chief Adams. 
When the chief had succeeded in hand¬ 
cuffing Pybus Frank said, ".you are not 
going to take him to the lockup," and the A 
chief said he intended taking him to the ^ 
polioe office. Frank said, "on your word 
and honor, chief, you will ODly take him to 
the police office," and the chief said, ".yes.” 
Smith then advised Pybus to go along 
quietly with the chief and he did so. The 
witnesses for the prosecution wore ; Samuel 
Adams, Irvine Yanaletine, Walter Pybus, 
Amos Deshane, Kiohard Kelly, Wilburn 
LJoyd, Cbas. Babcock, James Babcock, 
Chas. Wagar. The last witness heard 
Smith say when the ohief and Pybus were 
struggling, “Pybus don’t let the chief take 
yoa."
